ONE OBJECTION, 


The Reno GazEtTre’s proposition to take 
a vote of the people of the states. of 
California, Nevada and Oregon, on the 
22d of next February, on the Chinese 
question isbeginning toattract consic- 
erable attention from the press of the 
coast, and most of them seem to favor 
it. There is no doubt that an over- 
whelming popular vote against the. 
Chinese would havesome influence with 
congress, but we are at a loss to know 
under whose auspices such an election 
could beheld. Itwouldbe absolutely 
necessary that it should be held in 
such a manner that the regult could 
not be questioned by either side. Its 
whole effect would be destroyed could 
either the anti-Chinese or the pro-Chi- 
nese assert, with any show of truth, 
that the election had not been fairly 
held. It is difficult tosecure ballot- 
boxes against fraud even with all the 
machinery of law. How would they 
be protected without that machinery? 
In short, who is to*‘run” this propused 
election!—S. F'. Stock Hachange. 


The point is well taken. The dif- 
ficulty named has already suggested 
itself to us and we have been at some 
pains to ascertain the right road out 
of. it. The suggestion made by another 
contemporary that an official char- 
acter would be necessary to give dig- 
nity to the vote shows an euiire muis- 
apprehension of the spirit of the 
movement. The effect of the ballot is 
intended to be wholly moral, for it 
eould possibly be nothing else, and 
certainly the spectacle of the people 
of three States themselves voluntarily 
opening the polls and paying by vol- 
untary contribution the cost of. taking 
the vote would have a far greater 
moral effect than if they were called 
out in the usual manner. The objec- 
tion ef the Hxchange is the only ene 
worthy of attention that has yet been 
made. The majority against the im- 
migration of the Chinese would be so 
overwhelming that the Eastern press, 
in the dismay following the upsetting 
ef all their preconceived notions ou 
the state of public sentiment on this 
coast, would at once peint out that 
there having been no penalty attached 
to unfair voting or ballot-box stuffing, 
beth had been resorted to by the hood- 
lums, who alone in their estimation 
are unfriendly to the Mangolians. 
Therefore, it is absolutely necessary 
that the vote should be taken under 
such circumstances that all ihe legal 
penalties for cheating shall be in force. 
That would also secure the people, as 
effectively as they are secured at ordi- 
nary elections, against stuffing and re- 
pe&ting on the part of the creatures of 
the powerful pro-Chinese interests. So 
far as Nevada is concerned there will 
be no difficulty about this. We have 
conversed with a number of members 
of both houses of the legislature and 
in every one found a warm believer 


in thé practicability and efficacy of the 
plan. The legislature would not hes- 


itate for an instant to authorize the 


| governor to issue a proclamation call- 


ing for the opening of the polls upon 
any agreed day. The difficulty sug- 
gested by the Hxchange is, so far as 
Nevada is concerned, no difficulty at 
all. Regarding California we are not 
so clear. Our - contemporary can 
easily set us right if we are wrong in 
believing that the vote can be taken 


when the new constitution is subutt- 

ted té the people. It appears to us 
that that could be done without any 
trouble. All this is secondary to the 
main point, however. What isneeded 
now is the attention. of the Whole 
press to the matter, Let the news- 
papers keep the plan before the peo- 
ple and when a general and enthusi- 
astic interest is awakened a way will 
be found to open properly protected 
polls. Special sessions of legislatures 
have been called for less important 
business.

This 
woman was Nancy Lynch, an old of- 
fender, and the object of her scrutiny 
was the whipping post. Nancy is a 
thorough specimen of the most degra; 
ded type of the female negro thief and 
vagrant. She is black, medium sized, 
with a flat nose, thick lips, kinky 
hair and semi-savage expression pe- 
culiar to a class of her race. She is 
an old jail-bird, and was sentenced to 
receive twenty-five lashes tv-day for 
s‘ealing iron from the Chesapeake and 
Ghio railread company. I[t was not 
her first acquaintance with the terrible 
whipping-post, which, however, she 
seemed to regard with deadly enmity. 
All of the prisoners had been search- 
ed and locked up, and an official in 
tbe yard then calied to an attendant, 
‘Throw me down that tlekler;’ where 
upon-a cowhide about half aninch in 
diameter at the butt and tapering 
down to a pvint was tossed into his 
hand. Naney looked at this instru- 
ment of torture and a_ perceptible 
shudder passed through her frame. 


‘The official then said, **Take down 


your clothes, Nancy, and hug the 
widder.”* The peer criminal turned 
an imploring look, and said, “Must I 
take ail off?” 

“Yes antl RQurry up. You knew 
what you have to do.” 

Nancy proceeded slowly. to unbut- 
ton her dress in front, and in a mo- 
ment she was stripped to the waist, 
her upper. clothing falling over her 
hips and exposing tothe gaze of* the 
few bystanders a glossy black skin 
frem the shoulders to the waist. Her 
back was strongly marked with pre- 
vious stripes, and ina moment more 
she had embraced--the ‘‘widder,” as 
the whipping-post is familiarly called 
by criminals. On the opposite side of 
the post were iron bracelets, which are 
used to fasten refractory prisoners 
when they are whipped, but Nancy 
needed none ef these appliances; she 
held the post firmly, and in less than 
thirty seconds the punishment was 
inflicted. : 

She gripped the pest, herhead turn- 
ed toward the official, and, as he rais- 
ed the cowhide, seemed to nerve her- 
self fur the:lxshes, As fast.as [ could 
count the twenty-five stripes were laid 
on, not heavily, but each making a 
horrible white mark on _ the- black 
skin. During the infliction of the 
first duzen the victim did not budge a 
hair’s breadth, but as the remainder 
descended in rapid succession, she 
writhed and twisted in great agony, 
and, hardened criminal as she was, be- 
gan to cry, the tears fairly rolling 
dewn her cheeks. When the whip- 
ping was over some one in the crowd 
remarked to her: ‘I hepe this is the 
last whipp:ng you will get here, Nancy.” 
Her reply: “I hope ‘tis; hope dey 
will send me to the pen’tentiary f'r 
life when I leaves dis place”—was not 
very consoling. She was this morn- 
ing indicted for burglary, also, and 
will certainly serve the state for a 
term of years in the penitentiary: at 
the expiration of her present sentence 
of thirty days in jail.

A Savage Queen's Devetion. 


The palace ef the native queen of 

the Marquesas group of islands in the 

Pacific has lately loue visited by a 
correspondent of the Louisville Cou- 
rter-Journal, who writes of the place: 
Altogether it is a charming retreat, 

Sauntering up the street, the queen’s 
house was pointed out to me, and I 
concluded to call on her majesty. The

The queen was not in, but I was in- 
formed that she could be found at the 
king’s grave, which was pointed out to 
me, situated en a knoll, with stone 
steps leading up to the top, to the left 
of the house, and almost beside it, as 
it were. Ascending the steps, I found 
her majesty seated by. a grave, a tomb, 
superintending seme werkmen, who 
were building » large tomb of mason- 
ry.

Mok- 
ler had on his pack animal a silver

_which Kane had got at El Doradocan- 
yoo in exchange for his horse.

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Destitution in England. 


Lonpon, Dec. 23.—The returus of 
the union work house in the east of 
London show widespread poverty and 
distress. The Shoreditch werk house 
infirmaryis full; also the work house 
itself, and extra room must be pro- 
vided. Atthe Bethnal Green work 
house there are 1059 inmates and 382 
in the infirmary. In Hackney there 
are 1416 indoor poor, chargable to the 
‘‘Union.” District visitors disclose a 
vast amount of distress, and the funds 
at their disposal are utterly insufficent. 
This is especially the case at Popular 
and Millwell, where thousands of dock 
and other laborers are thrown out of 
employment. Spitalsfield, Lime 
House, Seuth Hackney, Shadwell and 
Haggerson suffered severely. The 
tradesmen ef the entire eastern dis- 
tricts are crying out about the badness 
of trade, and even Cliristmas wares 
are aheavy drugion the market. So 
severe is the distress in Haggerston 
that committees formed for the relief 
of cases will be greatly crippled 
through want of funds.

 TUSCARORA. 


What the Tewn Leoks Like—The Mines 
and Mills. | 


To one ceming from Reno to Tu 
carora, the change itrat her dispiriting 
especially when you leave your home 
behind. But the town of Tuscarora is 
not a dismal place by any means. 
Quite the contrary. Itis very lively 
here just now and all the indications 
point to a very prosperous winter. 

THE TOWN 
is built on a bench of the Rock Creek 
range of. mountains about 200 feet 
above Independence valley and 7200 
above the level of the sea. It is a 


large, straggling town, composed of all 


sorts of buildings, from a canvas tent 
or a dug-out to handsome brick and 
stone stores and dwellings. Adobe 


has been used to a great extent as a 
building material, as it can be obtain- 
ed close at hand and is much cheaper 
than lumber, which, in this market, 
sells at from $40 to $50 per thousand 
feet. There are threv different sec- 
tiens ef the town, one being built 
around the Grand Prize and Argenta 
mines and called Linktoti, another, 
Tuscarora proper, lies over a divide to 
the west, and still further to the west 
is quite a little town built around the 
Navajo and Hornet. 


THE MINES 
are scattered over a large area and 
hoisting works can be seen in all di- 
rections. The names ef the principal 
enes are the Grand Prize, Argenta, 
Navajo, Independence, DeF rees, Silver 
Prize, Hornet, Young America, Rev- 


enue, Grand Central, Pawnee and 
Belle Isle. There are hundreds .of 
claims which give great promise of 
fu ure wealth, but which have not 
come prominently before the public 
as yet. The mines above named al! 
have good hoisting works and there 
are several other shafts worked with 
machinery, but which can not be call- 
ed prominent yet by.anymeans. There 
are but three mills here, aggregatings 
forty stamps. Of these the largest 
(20 stamps) belongs to,. and is heing 
ruu by, the Grand Prize Co. It is 
a good mill, well fitted up and works 
about 20 tons of ore perday. The In- 
dependence mill of ten stamps belongs, 
as the name will show, to the Inde- 
pendence company and is new running 
on ore frem the Navajo mine. It is 
a goed solid mill and works ore at the 
rate of ll tons perday. It is under- 
stood here that the Argenta Co. has 
leased this mill and will take posses- 
sion on the lst of January, and will 
start up on Argenta ore. As this com- 
pany has a great deal of very rich ore 
on the dumps and in sight in the mine 
it is likely that the bullien shipments 


third mill is situated in a canyon on 
the other side of the valley about 5 
miles from town. It is a 10 stamp 
mill and belongs to the DeFrees com- 
pany, and at present is running on 
chloride ere from the Graad Prize 
mine. This mill is run by water 
power, and the savingin power more 
than pays the expenses of hauling the 
rock such a distance. There is some 
talk of a forty stamp mill being erect 
ed here soon, and certainly if such h 
the case, it will be a good thing botk 
for the town and for the owners. Lacp 
of mill facilities 1s doing more to keed 
back the camp than anythiug else, and 
if some capitalist or company would 
put his or their movey into a gool 
mill, great would be the returns. is 
will not try the patience of yeur read- 
ers further now, but will write again 
GIROFLA.

Subscribers to the GazeETTE at 
Wadsworth, have been complaining 
lately that they receive their papers 
very .rregularly. It is of vital interest 
to every newspaper publisher that 
the delivery should be perfect, and 


the proprietors of the GAZETTE: wrote 
to the pestmaster at Wadsworth for 
an explanation. W. C. Taylor, deputy 
postmaster, replies that the GAZETTE 
is always delivered ‘‘when it gets 
around” te his office. In explanation 
of that most extrordinary way of put- 
ting it, Mr. Taylor says: ‘*The GAZETTE 
published, or dated, Dec, 12th, came 
to this office Tuesday night, the 17th, 
at 9:40 o’clock, and the paper of the 
16th of Dec. also came back on the 
Western bound train No. 2, at 9:40 
o'clock on the night of the 20th.”

Protect the Fish. 


Considerable interestis being shown 
in a movement to prevent the destruc- 
tion of fish in Pyramid lake. Every 
summer thousands of pounds are use- 
lessly lost. They are shipped and 
spoil upen the way, and in other ways 
are needlessly wasted. It is proposed 
that an effort be made to induce the 
legislature to pass a Jaw forbidding 
the sale of Pyramid fish during the 
months of June, July, August and 
September. The GazErTE is informed 
that the leading fishermen themselves 
are warmly iu favor of some such en- 
actinent, as they say that if the pres- 
ent rate ef destruction continues the 
lake will be emtied of fish within 
four or five years. The present law 
allowing Indians to fish in any manver 
they clioose all the year round results 
in the taking ef large quantities dur- 
ing the spawning season, which are 
sold at and shipped from.the reserva- 
tion. The fishermen naturally desire 
that the Indians should be placed up- 
on the same level as themselves. No 
law, of course, would hinder red- 
skins or anybody else from catching 
fish for their own food. The matter 
ought certainly to be attended to, as 
it is one of great importance.

A QUEER CUSTOM, 


-The Jumping Procession of Luzenr- 
burg~A Strange Ketigas “* Display. 


[ Baltimere Bull in.) 


_ The gonual jumping procession of 
Luxemburg is ove of the queerest re- 
ligious displays to which a supersti- 
tious tradition ever gave rise. What- 
ever may be its origin, certain it is 
that ence a year, on Whit Tuesday, 
the people in the vicinity of the old 
town of Echternacht gather together 
by thousands, and, forming into a reg 
ular precession, gravely and deliber- 
ately endeavor to dance, jump and 
hop from the starting point to the 
church, a full three hours’ journey. 
It is thought that by jumping, hop- 
ping and dancing ever this leng dis- 
tance on the day mentioned, the sins 
of the preceeding year are blotted out 
and stamped out and ‘salvation made 
sure. The burdened siuvers form iu 
line, four abreast, and hand in hand, 
and headed by bands of music, to 
which their movements keep time, 
they proceed with the utmost solemni- 
ty to hop, skip and jump into salva- 
tion. 7 . 
To uvprejudiced spectators the spec- 
tacle is said to be infinitely amusing 
and absurd. Imagine thousands of 
men, momen and children, with the 
utmost gravity of countenance and 
frantic energy, jumping and hopping 
along, beating down Satan under their 
feet, as it were, at every step, and les- 
sening their load of stn at every jump. 
The doctrine shows marks of logical 
evolution in many of the rules which 
guide these religious acrobats. For 
instance, it is laid down thata jumper 
may not only jump himself intoa state 
vf purity and safety, but by jumps of 
supererogation may rescue the soul of 
some less agile and long-winded sin- 
ner. 

It is also held that every jump 
counts in the contest with the evil one, 
which is an extremely consolatery and 
encouraging doctrine for those unfor- 
tunate sioners whose legs are not equal 
to their pious aspirations. At the 
same time, only those who have suc- 
ceedled in accomplishing the entire dis- 
tance have wiped out all their sins, 
and out of many thousands few are so 
happy as to wipe off. eld scores. No 
stopping in the jumping from the be- 
ginning to the end of the journey is 
allowed. They must jump right on 
till they get to the church, and if they 
get out of the ranks they cannot re- 
sume their pious exercises on their 
own account, but for the sake of a 
friend or an enemy they may resume 
their jumping; no Sinner, Lowever, 
can expect to have his transgressions 
jumped away for nothing, and accord- 
ingly, when his legs give out he finds 
plenty of friends ready to jump fer 
him at so much an hour. / 
This last development of the orig- 
inal doctrine.might seem to encourage 
a carnal and worldly spirit, and -prob- 
ably does produce professional jump- 
ers, who cruelly speculate on the 
physical weaknesses of their fellow 
sinners, but it is absolutely necessary, 
in order to give feeble transgressors an 
equal chance with those of stronger 
frames. The way of the transgressor 
is unmistakably hard in Luxemburg 
on Whit Tuesday, but it would seem 
comparatively easy for the rest of the, 
year. And even on that day he may 
hire a substitute to do his jumping, if | 
he be se disposed, so that, on the 
whole, tho Luxemburg sinner may be 
considered as very fairly offand rather 
to be envied than otherwise.

Electric Light in Boston. 
{Poston Herald, Dec. 18:h.)

Farmer electric light placed the nec- 
essary apparatus on board the ferry- 
boat Winthrop, and at 4 o'clock 


into service until last evening, when 


lanterns were placed on deck, one 
suspended directly under either pilot- 
house and a third was below over the 
after end of the engine. These lamps 
were illuminated by means of an elec- 
tric current generated by a Wallace- 
Farmerdynamo-electric machine, which 
was driven off the balance wheel of a 
Woedworth steam pump. This pump 
worked very irregularly, and as a re- 
sult a fluctuating current was supplied 
io the lamps, which were naturally 
affected in their steadiness: thereby. 
The light, however, was generally very 
briiliant and illuminated every por- 
tion of the dock with a Hood of soft, 
white light, which ceuld only have 
been exceeded in intensity hy the rays 
ef the sun. On the water the effect 
was remarkable, as the boat’s track 
from shore to shore was so illumiued 
that the smallest boat could not have 
crossed the ‘Winthrop’s path within 
three hundred feet without being 
clearly seen. It is also apparent that 
no vessel could come near the ferry- 
boat without seeing her plainly, and, 
in fact, distinguishing her entire eut- 
line and agcurately determining her 
course. Mr. Charles H Doten, en- 
gineer in-chief of the ferries, says the 
system 18 a perfect suceess and sup- 
plies a want that has long been felt on 
his boats.

The credit of the country has been 
placed on a sound basis, and is prob- 
ably stronger than it ever was; the 
abundant harvests that have been 
reaped have stimulated all industries, 
which, the President says without hes- 
itation, ‘‘are reviving,’ and the land 
is “promised future prcsperity.’’ If 
the public debt is no longer. being re- 
duced at the rapid fate witnessed im- 
mediately after the civil war, its bur- 
den presses much less heavily than 
formerly, as the precess of redeeming 
6 per cent. bonds by replacing them 
with 4 per cent. bonds makes ‘steady 
progress. Most welcome signs of all, 
perhaps, the debt is now being largely 
brought home... The return of Ameri- 
can securities from Europehas assum- 
ed such proportions that, instead of 
owing the great bulk of their débt to 
foreign he!ders, it is now mainly held 
by the American people themseives, as 
is the case with the English; for the 
total amount of government loans held 
abroad, the President says, does not 
exceed $200,000,000, or, say. £40,000,- 
000, which is scarcely one-tenth ef the 
whole. This is a very gratifying pic- 
ture, and it may be well believed that 
sound - headed American statesmen 
will be anxious that tt should not be 
disturbed by the currency quacks. 
With a restored credit, revived trade, 
and a seund financial policy carried 
into effect by the resumption of specie 
payments on a geld and silver hasis, 
the promise of prosperity which the 
President speaks of ought soen to be 
fully realized.
